granted Germany by the allied repara- 
tions commission.

allied note preserves the reieHbahk's 
autonomy, according to the Temps, 
but informs the, German government 
it must contract internal and ex'er- 
nal loans to meet payments required 
for 1922. 


If Germany is unsuccessful in nego- 


tiating the required loans, German 
capital will be mortgaged, according 
to the allied agreement. 


Germany must pay 750,000,000 gold 


marks cash this year and 1,450,000,- 
000 marks in kind. If latter payments 
are not forthcoming, the balance is 
to be collected in cash.

TAX 
MESSAGE 


Madison—Following is Governor J 


J. liliune's message, in .part, read at 
Ihe opening of the special session of 
the legislature here on Wednesday: 


"\Vc live in a time of great agita- 


tion, of a war of clashing thoughts 
and interests. 


"There is a feeling that some men 


are handicapped: 
that 
the race is 


sold; that the old and much vaunted 
•quality of opportunity and of right 
has been submerged. More bitter and 
threatening things are being said and 
written against accumulated property 
and corporate 
power then ever be- 


fore. It is said that, more and more 
small men, small stores, and small 
factories are being thrown upon the 
shore as financial drift; that the pur- 
suit of cheapness has reached :t stage 
where only enormous combinations of 
capital, doing an enormous business, 
ore sure of returns. 


"The special purpose of my address 


today is to press home this thought 
upon tht prosperous, well-to-do peo- 
ple of our communities and especially 
of our great cities, that one of the 
onditions of the security of wealth 
is a proportionate and full contribu 
tion to the expenses of the State and 
local governments. 
It is not only 


wrong 
but it is unsafe to make a 


show in our homes and on the street 
that s not mado in the tax returns. 
'Taxes are a d^bt of the highest 


obligation, and no casuist can draw 
a sound moral 
distinction 
between 


.he man who hides his property or

«;tate, and the man who conceals his 
property from his private creditors. 
Nor should it Be more difficult to fol- 
low the defaulter in the one, cas° than 
in the other.

V. S. SETS UP CLAIM 
Washington. — Identical notes from 


tho American government are being 
delivered to the allied powers Wednes- 
day 
outlining this country's claim 


for the payment of $241,000,000 to 
cover the cost or the United States 
army of occupation in Germany. 


Briefly, the attitude of the "United 


States, as set forth in the note, is: 


The claim for repayment of costs 


of the maintenance of the American 
forces in Germany is a solemn obli- 
gation. 


Recognition and granting 
of the 


claim is doubly binding on the allied 
cause since it was at the urgent soli- 
citation of the allies that the Ameri- 
can troops were kept in Germany. 


There was a solemn agreement be- 


tween the allies and associated pow- 
ers that the payment of the costs of 
the armies of occupation should con- 
stitute a first lien on the assets of 
Germany. 


This understanding always contem- 


plated payment of tho, costs oC the 
the American forces. Since Germany 
has not objected to this there seems 
no basis for objection from the al 
lies.

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BRINGING THE BOYS HOME PROM 


GERMANY 


The order -withdrawing the final con- 


tingent of American troops from Germany 
has been awaited ever since the Harding 
administration came into povrcr. 
There 


has been .no disposition to criticize tho 
president for not immediately carrying 
out his pre-election promise to bring home 
American troops in the Rhine district. 
The public has been inclined to let the 
government work out post-war problems 
in its own way and leave the soundness 
of its policies to the future. 


"We have <an expense account of some 


' $300.000.000 for the army of occupa- 


tion, and there has recently been a rather 
sharp controversy with the allies over 
pay- 


ment of this bill from German repara- 
tions. "Whether the dispute has anything to 
do with the order of withdrawal is not re- 
vealed by the announcement of the secre- 
tary of war and can only be a matter of 
conjecture. 
Notwithstanding 
semi-offi- 


cial denial, it is held in "Washington that 
resentment over the attitude of the allies 
has at least hastened the step. 


There is another view, that the order 


is in line with a general policy of non- 
participation in European affairs, and the 
refusal to take part in the Genoa confer- 
ence is cited in substantiation, but this 
can hardly be regarded as corroborative 
as it is a well known fact that we would 
have sent delegates to Genoa had the con- 
ference been shaped to meet the Ameri- 
can viewpoint. 
The administration has 


repeatedly given assurance of a desire to 
assist in the restoration of Europe, dis- 
claiming only a willingness to become 
involved in its political affairs. 
To re- 


call the few troops remaining in Germany 
can hardly be regarded as indicating a 
policy of isolation. Neither Mr. Hughes 
nor Mr. Hoover believes in such a policy, 
and while the results of the Arms confer- 
ence have no direct relation to Europe 
they nevertheless stand as a precedent for 
associated action in the advancement of 
peace and understanding, and-there is 
nothing to prevent their application to 
similar situations which may arise in other 
parts of the world.

dent Harding was serenly e.ngaged in an 
outing in Florida, wielding the driver and 
masliie, boating, chatting wHh merchants, 
formers and others like himself in search 
of rest and ret-real ion. 
While the house 


was making a mess of Ihe bonus legislation 
and defying presidential leadership, and 
while the senate was lambasting the four- 
power treaty and threatening to wreck 
tho work of the Anns conference, Mr. 
Harding throw himself into his outing 
with all the zest of a maai having no re- 
sponsibilities. 
Of course, in the back- 


ground he w;is conscious of -all that was 
going on in Washington, but, like Lloyd 
George, he was "thinking things out" in 
surroundings that were not distracting and 
that made it comparatively easy to reach 
right conclusions. 


The world will not stop turning on its 


axis, whatever happens in London. Things 
will go on in the main the same whether 
Lloyd George continues in office or goes 
out. 
The same is true at' AVashington. 


Regardless of what takes place the -world . 
will go about its affairs and our national 
problems will work themselves out. Presi- 
dent Harding would not be justified in tak- 
ing the viewpoint that the house and sen- 
ate have it in their power to wreck the 
country, or that they will have the tem- 
erity to go too far in defiaxiue of public 
opinion and in the pursuit of policies that 
are wrong and harmful. The responsibili- 
ties of congress are not the president's re- 
sponsibilities, and he has set a good exam- 
ple by refusing to make them his. Per- 
haps the results will be better in the end 


" than if he had attempted pressure and had 
laid awake nights in his anxiety to force 
his will upon politicians and lawmakers. 
At any rate he hashadagoodvacationand 
comes back to the cares of official life re- 
freshed and strengthened, -and no doubt 
with a clearer mind and a firmer resolve 
to do his duty as he sees it.

the British teapot, and party leaders are 
caucusing in irritation, and portly states- 
men are anxiously conferring, Hon. David, 
Lloyd George is enjoying a pleasant out- 
ing at Criccieth, in "Wales.

One of the best medicines 
I know about, one in which I have implicit laith 
born of experience both objective and subjective, is 
the hot mustard foot bath as a relief and remedy 
for most of the acute respiratory infections in the 
earlier stages—such as coryza, measles, bronchitis, 
tonsillitis, laryngitis, influenza, pneumonia—and al- 
so as. a most grateful relief and a most potent rem- 
edy for acute middle ear inflammation (which usu- 
ally complicates coryza or rhinitis) and for the at- 
tack of acute sinusitis and for the relief of the pain 
in "acute alveolar abscess, popularly called "ulcer- 
ated tooth," until the dentist can be reached to 
drain the abscess. 
The technic of administering a hot mustard 


bath to a sick person should be familiar to eveir 
housewife in time of sickness. 
If more 
of

wives, sisters, mothers, aunts, daughters and even 
our grandmothers, I regret to say, were familiar 
with this maneuver and less versed in the use of 
nostrums, it would be a good thing for public 
health. 
In recommending the hot mustard foot bath as an 


emergency or first aid measure of first importance 
I have usually specified that it should be given to 
the patient in bed. To attempt to apply this to one 
sitting up is bad treatment, for fainting may oc- 
cur. The patient must be between blankets while 
the bath is being given. It pays, in every instance, 
to call in a visiting nurse, if necessary, to give the 
hot mustard foot bath.

London. — "Tho blood is the life," 
nd tho blood system is the most im- 
icrtant of our human mechanisms, 
vrites a Medical Correspondent in tho 
,ONDON EXPRESS in an 
article 


vhich deals in an interesting, 
non- 


ochnical manner with the subject of 
lood pressure and its control. 
"The pace of the blood through the 


iody is amazing. It ia tho function 
if the heart to pump it. 
In a big 


man each side of the heart holds about 
half a pint of blood. A heartful is driv- 
3n out through the arteries and into 
all the intricate vessels throughout 
he body, and thence by way of the 
r-eins back to tho heart, 
and 
the 


vhole wonderful journey lasts only 
Eomo twenty to thirty t seconds, just 
while the heart is beating twenty-five 
o thirty times. 


"These arteries are firm but elastic 


ubes. In advanced years they may 
hicken and harden. When this oc- 
curs there must be, as is obvious, 
»omo changes in the blood pressure, \ 
and it is the physician's task to pre- 


ent such thickening, or, if it has oc- 


curred, to restore the normal, so far 
as possible. 


"There are other causes of altered 


>lood pressure besides rigid arteries. 
Normal pressure means health, while 
departures from the 
normal 
may 


spell ill-health; tho normal degree is 
required to nourish the body and sus- 
:ain 
life. It tends to rise with age, 


>ut in some persons and families it 
s always high; in others it is always 
ow. It may rise through the heart 
beating more quickly or "more vigor- 
ously as a result of exercise, or owing 
:o contraction of the arteries retain- 
:ng the blood in the arterial system. 
It may be lowered either by the heart 
beating more slowly or less vigorously, 
as when we rest, or by dilation of the 
arterioles, allowing the blood to flow 
more quickly into the veins which 
carry it back to the "heart, or by a 
deficient supply of blood to the heart. 


"Moderate living and a natural life 


conduce to a natural state of the ar- 
teries, whicli even in old age need 
not necessarily be impaired. 
'Gout 


often runs in families. When it does, 
habitually high tension may be sur- 
mised. A rise of pressure in the mor 
ning is usual, and a. fall at 
night. 


Exercise, as has been mentioned, in- 
creases pressure at first, but ulWrtiate- 
ly lowers it. Violent effort may raise 
pressure abruptly and cause 
apop- 


lexy, if the tension be usually abnor- 
mally high. 


"Mental work raises pressure and 


may cause high tension. Excitement 
and anger act similarly. The remedy 
is to lie down and reduce tho pres- 
sure. 
Cold 
raises the 
pressure, 


warmth does the reverse. A 
meal 


raises it only to cause it to fall later. 
Sleep induces a declining pressure, but 
towards the time of waking it 
ad- 


vances.

CALLED 'EM "QUITE MAD" 


It is now known that when the 


Theater Guild tost summer approach- 
ed Shaw in regard to the production 
of the play he consented, 
saying, 


"You are quite mad, but if you abso- 
lutely must, go ahead." 


Now that the third and final cycle 


of the five-play adventure in drama- 
tized philosophy has been completed 
the ambitious and 
highly 
efficient 


Theater Guild has an opportunity to 
smile condescendingly on the greatest 
of English dramatists. 


The 
production, 
although of re- 


stricted appeal, was artistically and 
successfully completed and made the 
most valuable dramatic 
experiment 


in year1?. 
But Shaw is apparently sincere In 


his relief that the play is not suitable 
for production. There 
were 
times 


when he was 
right. 
Particularly 


was this true in the ^rearisome sec- 
ond cycle, when the broad expanse of 
conversation and the chaos of clear 
ideas induced the belief that Shaw 
better realized the possibilities of his 
bram-chiW than did the foster par- 
ents who introduced it to dramatic 
society.^INTEREST AROUSED | 


There~ are two details in connection 


with Langer's -visit to Shaw 
which 


hav.s aroused interest. 
The first is 


Shaw's comment when he sees the 
photograph of Albert Bruning. who 
appeared as the garrulous Shaw in 
"The Tragedy of the Elderly Gentle- 
man." 
The second interesting feature will 


be Shaw's reception to Langer's ad- 
mission that tbs Theater Guild broke 
the Shavian regulation and cut one 
word from tho text. 


The cut came in "The Thing Hap- 


pens" when slim Claude King, who 
played Confucius, was referred;'to as 
"a yellow 
lump of conceit.'"' 
The 


text calls for the line, "a fat yellow 
lump of conceit." 


The only previous excision of a 


line from the American production 
of a Shaw play was the Jewett pro- 
duction of "The Doctor's Dttemma" 
in Boston when a thrust at Christian 
Science was 
omitted. 
Shaw's per- 


sonal friendship

lieved to have permitted this omis- 
sion.

Wash J-he shoots through

water-?. Let stand in salt water for 
half an hour. Drain and pour over 
boiling water to cover. Let stand 10 
minutes and drain. 


Put in a smooth stew pan, add just 


enough water to prevent burning and 
boil uncovered 20 minutes. Drain and 
good supper dish and a good accom- 
good super dish and a good accom- 
paniment for fish. 


Scoke shoots are used, too, with a 


plain butter dressing or with a tart 
rtrcsslngfmch a« in used with dande- 
lion greens. 


Another weed that was cultivated 


years .ago is tho sorrel. Most every- 
one knows the weed, but few house- 
keepers realize its food value. 


Sorrel can be used uncooked as a 


grren wilad alono or in combination 
with other 
naiad planta. Shredded 


cabbage and minced , sorrel' dressed 
with oil and lemon juic* make an un- 
usual salad that is surprisingly good. 


The English have many recipes for 


sorrel borrowed from 
the French. 


These rules are worked out for the 
American housewife 


CREAM OF SORREL SOtT 


One cup minced sorrel, 2 table- 


spoons butter, 1 teaspoon sugar, *£ 
teaspoon ,vmegar, few gratings nut- 
meg, 1 teaspoon salt, 3 cups chicken 
or veal stock, Vi cup cream, 1 cup 
white sauce, yolks 3 eggs. 


Wash sorrel and strip leaves from 


stem. Mince and measure. Melt but- 
ter and add sorrel. Cook five minutes 
stirring to prevent burning. Add stock 
and 
let simmer 30 minutes. Rub 


through a finft sieve. 


Return to the fire with the white 


sauce, salt and pepper, vinegar, su- 
gar and nutmeg and cook five min- 
utes longer. Beat tho egg yolka with 
cream and stir Into the hot soup. Ko 
not lei boil after the eggs are added, 
but stir over a snow fire three or four 
minutes to cook the eggs. Servo at 
once. 


Three poundtr sorrel, 3 tablespoons 


butter, 3 tablespoons cream, 1 des- 
sertspoon flour, 1 teaspoon salt, pep- 
per and few gratings nutmeg. 


"Wash sorrel and strip leaves from 
stems. Put leaven In stew pan with 
just enough water to cover bottom of 
pan. Sprinkle with salt and cook gent- 
ly 20 minutes. Drain well, then rub 
through a fine sieve. 


Return to stew pan with butter and 
cream. Season with salt and popper 
and nutmeg. Stir in the flour slow- 
ly, stirring constantly. 
Cook about 


eight minutes. Serve very hot. 


Sorrel and dandelions are very good 


cooked together as the sorrel supplier 
just the tartness dandelions need.
